A prominent figure in local golf-

two sisters, Mrs, Bella Campbell of 
Scotland and Mrs. Alexander 
Cathro of Holyoke; and several 
nieces and nephews, 

The funeral was held from the 
late home this afternoon, with ser- 
vices at 2:30 o’clock conducted by 
Rey. Donald H. Savage. Burial was 
in West Parish cemetery.

He has been in the thick of the 
fighting since the first of May, when 
he landed in North Africa, He has 
been in Tunis, Bizerte, Cape Bon, 
Philipsville, Oran, Casablanca and 
many other places famous in the 
headlines, and landed in Palmero 
the night of the very day the Axis 
forces left there, being attached to 
a unit of Army engineers. 

He left for this country shortly 
after Italy’s capitulation, and re- 
ported that the scenes there on 
announcement of the surrender 
were very heartening. He found the 
natives extremely friendly where- 
ever he went in Sicily, remarking 
that Allied forces were “welcomed 
with open arms” by the civilian 
populace everywhere, 

The condition of the Sicilians, 
however, was very pitiful, and the 
children were horribly undernour- 
ished, His unit habitually roped off

the mess enclosure at meal-time to 
prevent the natives from storming 
the field kitchens. 

At the same time, the soldiers 
were generous in sharing their food 
with the Sicilians; “in fact, they 
gave away what they needed for 
themselves. But it was impossible 
to refuse people whose condition 
was so pitiful.” 

The Sicilians were much more in- 
terested in food than money, and 
bargains struck up with them on 
matters like laundry were made in 
terms of food rather than of money. 

North Africa struck him as a 
particularly unpleasant place to 
Stay; sanitary conditions were ap- 
palling there, both among the 
Arabs and the North African 
French. His stay there was made 
memorable by visits of Generals 
Patton and Hisenhower in his area. 
Gen. Patton he saw again in Sicily, 
when he visited a hospital to award 
Purple Hearts to wounded soldiers. 
A number of men from Chaplain 
Morris’ outfit were so «decorated, 
since the unit was attached to the

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now-famous Seventh Army. He 
spoke highly of both military lead- 
ers, remarking especially on their 
consideration for their men, 


He also had high praise for Army 
medical facilities, The use of plasme. 
and sulfa drugs are what he termed 
“S.0.P.” — standard operating pro- 
cedure. Chaplain Morris himself 
underwent two operations, one in 
the field, one in an evacuation 
hospital, and the use of sulfanili- 
mide was very beneficial in his 
treatment. 


Leaving civilian life on August 1, 
1941, he was stationed at Fort Du- 
pont, Del., for a time before being 
sent to the chaplain school at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, Ind., since re- 
moved to Harvard University. He 
served later aq chaplain of the 
376th Infantry at Fort Custer, 
Mich., and Camp Phillips, Kan. 

His experience has been a re- 
freshing one, said Chaplain Morris, 
and if he had the choice to make 
again, he would again enter the 
chaplain corps, especially as the 
Army has such a pressing need of 
spiritual advisors. While war is still 
a criminal practice, he emphasized, 
the present one is being fought with 
unquestionably worthy motives; 
the value of the war was particu- 
larly felt by him, he said, on the 
trip out from Boston, when he 
viewed the clean homes and peace- 
ful countryside visible from the 
train window, a remarkable con- 
trast to other sights he has seen. 

But it was on arriving at the 
Lovell hospital that “I realized 
that I was definitely home,” as he 
put it, for he was met there by a 
nurse bearing a glass of milk and 
some cookies. On his second day, 
he was allowed to drink his first 
“coke” in months, and on the third 
he was served a dish of chocolate 
ice cream with marshmallow sauce. 

“North Africa has nothing to com- 
pare with things like that,” he re- 
marked smilingly. “I often heard 
the boys in North Africa say that 
once they got home, they’d find 
very little about which to com- 
plain.” 

Chaplain Morris will conduct this 
Sunday’s service at Christ church, 
and will undoubtedly speak of his 
military experiences. He expects to 
remain in Andover about a month.

pression that Hussey was intox- 
icated, roused him and assisted him 
to the side of the road. A bottle of 
wine, a third of it gone, was be- 
side the victim’s inert form. 

About 8:00 the next morning, 
Loris Stefani of Red Spring road 
found the man still lying where 
Bateson had left him, and notified 
the police. Officer James Lynch 
went to the scene and brought the 
man to the police station. A local 
physician, when summoned, be- 
lieved him to be in a cataleptic fit, 
since his body was perfectly rigid. 
He was removed to Lawrence Gen- 
eral hospital by ambulance, and 
died there unexpectedly during the 
morning. 

An autopsy performed at the hos- 
pital revealed that the man had 
died of a fractured skull, Not only 
was there no evidence of his having 
sustained such an injury, but the 
skin was not broken on his head, 
and he had not exhibited any of the 
usual symptons. 

Police were meanwhile checking 
on an automobile accident which 
had occurred Friday night at Sum- 
mer street and Highland road. It 
became evident that there was no 
conection with Hussey’s death when 
it was learned that he had been 
found nearly an hour before the ac- 
cident, 

Another puzzling factor was the 
the presence of a cardboard box 
filled with a dozen different brands 
of candy and cough-drops. The man 
had no connection with the candy 
business, and there is no knowledge 
of anyone to whom he could have 
been bringing such a strange as- 
sortment. 

The man had a fairly long police 
record in his home city, Malden, 
most of them for drunkenness and 
non-support. The body was not re- 
turned to Malden until two days af- 
ter Hussey’s death, since police and 
hospital authorities needed it in 
their investigation. 

Hussey had a local friend, who 
lives on Pine street, but the friend 
reported that he had never ar-

seen around 
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evening, Reginald Norton having re- 
ported seeing him on Elm street 
about 8:45 Friday night. 

The police, tracing his actions 
Friday, found that he had left his 
home to work at the Atlantic Ship- 
building company in Everett, but 
was seen by several friends about 
5:15 at the Everett bus terminal, 
from which Andover buses leave. 
When he left home, he was carrying 
a check for $46, but when found 
there was $33.82 in cash in his 
pockets. Besides the wine, he was 
carrying a _  half-pint bottle of 
whiskey on which the seal had not 
been broken. 

Police learned that, with a frac- 
tured skull, and being under the in- 
fluence of liquor, the man might 
have walked some distance, pos- 
sibly several hundred yards, to the 
spot where he was found. A rail- 
road ticket dated Friday, for pas- 
sage from Boston to Andover, was 
found on him, despite his reported 
appearance at the bus station. 

The most puzzling aspect of the 
case was the fact that the accident, 
whatever its nature, did not draw 
blood. The man’s appearance be- 
fore he went to the hospital was 
such that he was believed to be 
merely in a drunken condition. The 
stones in the wall against which 
he was found are so rough that it 
scarcely credible that he could have 
fractured his skull by falling 
against them, without suffering a 
surface wound also on his head. 

The man is survived by his wife,

small children, John 12, and Pa- 
tricia, 10, besides his father, Fred

We had left the 8:43 in Boston 
last Saturday morning, when, stand- 
ing on a siding, we noticed one of 
these deluxe baggage cars used in 
travelling by race horses and race 
horse handlers. Coming home on 
the 5:54, we were obliged to stand 
in the aisles as far as Reading. 


And, all during the past week, we 
have been watching horse vans roll 
along the highway on their way to 
Rockingham, He haven’t been able 
to travel from Boston to Rocking- 
ham by motor since the outbreak of 
the war. Perhaps it’s not really 
facetious to say that the U.S. gov- 
ernment is considering the horses’ 
comfort more than ours. 


With the opening of Rockingham, 
the whole question of why racing 
is allowed to continue on its large 


scale becomes more pertinent. Why 
are the hordes of racing people 
allowed to move freely for vast 
distances up and down the coast 
when tires, motor vehicles, gaso- 
line and train accommodations are 
at such a premium? 

Why is the public allowed to bet 
vast sums on horse-races, surely 
an inflationary practice. when the 
spending of money needs so badly 
to be curtailed; especially when the 
sale of war bonds is so vital to the 
country’s welfare? Why are vast 
numbers of people allowed to con- 
tinue sweeping stables, riding 
horses, tending pari-mutuel win- 
dows when there is so much need 
for them to handle forges, lathes 
and presses instead? 

Frankly, we don’t know the an- 
swers. But we think the need for 
even asking the questions is a blot 
on the national honor.
